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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-3 5-15 are pending. 

The rejection of claim 1 under 35 USC 1 12 second has been withdrawn since applicants have 
amended the claims to delete the term R from the claim. 

The rejection of claim 1 under 35 USC 1 12 first para for the term "prodrug" has been withdrawn 
since applicants have deleted the term, however the rejection now stands on claim 8-14 since 
applicants have amended claim 8 to insert the term "prodrug". 

The claims 1-7 rejected under 35 USC 102 over US 5162336 (WO9200295 has been 
withdrawn since applicants have deleted the term prodrugs however the same rejection is now 
made on claims 8-15 since applicants have amended the claims to include the term produgs. 

The rejection under 35 USC 112 of 8-1 5 has been withdrawn for claims 8-14, however it still 
stands for claim 15. 

Conclusion 

Claim 15 still stands rejected.
